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1. Claims 1 to 5 and 13 to 16 are directed to a fitting for a door which supports a rotatable wheel having a 
plurality radially extending portions. 
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3. Claims 17 to 19 are directed to an arrangement where a wheel is supported by an arm at the outer end of a 
cupboard door so it can engage the cupboard frame, the arm being resiliency deflectable. 
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
